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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 7& 8 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention , there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 12/5/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claim2, 3, 6, 15, 16, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by MCKIBBEN 6183733 

See column 6, lines 50-57-solid pellets of polymers, granules and 
insecticides are shown. A mix of PVC, grandlure, plasticizer is at column 
7, lines 13-31. Insecticides also are present (column 7, lines 40, 41 and 
51-54) and include the instant malathion, methy; parathion (claim 3). This 
meets instant claim 16. Silica is at column 5, line 61 ; growth regulator is 
at column 6, top. Curing is at column 7, lines 21-23. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 2-4, 6, 14-16, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over MCKIBBEN 6183733 in view of SMITH 5888930 
and ROWE 2775994. 

The rejection of record is reinstated with SMITH showing equivalence of 
the instant dichloros with MCKIBBENS' use of malathion, in preparation of 
grandlure and the insecticide pvc solid pellets/beads. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/5/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. APPLCIANT'S ARGUMENTS ARE THAT A HOMOGENEOUS MIX IS 
REQUIRED. Reconsideration of MCKIBBEN shows such a solid composition. 
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No claim is allowed.
